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SGA Proposes a United Student Federation For LU

SGA is introducing 
a plan to bring together all 
of Lauren ti an 's student 
unions, (AEF, SGA, 
ALPS and GSA) into a 
single, Laurentian Federa- 
tion of Students. Maurice 
Cloutier, SGA director of 
bilingual affairs, an- 
nounced to the SGA coun- 
cil on 23rd of October that 
the executive will be for- 
warding a proposal to be- 
gin discussions on how 
such an restructuring 
might take place. The SGA 
director of finance reiter- 
ated the importance of 
such a proposal. A unified 
student body would put an 
end to "the games that fac- 
ulty and administration 
play on students, playing 
one association off against 
the other." He also feels 
that a successful union 
would be a "saving grace 
for Canada. If we can bring 
together this University it 
will be an example of what 
is possible for the rest of 
Canada." 

After the council 



meeting Cloutier gave 
Lambda a few more de- 
tails about what this fed- 
eration would entail. "The 
SGA as we know it will 
cease to exist and we will 
create the 'Laurentian Fed- 
eration of Students'. The 
people who make up the 
AEF[,ALPSorGSA]will 
continue to do what they 
do now. There will be di- 
rect funding to the various 
organizations that will 
make up the new federa- 
tion." 

Because of the way 
the restructuring proposal 
is set up, Cloutier does not 
expect a great deal of op- 
position from AEF. He 
recognizes that past amal- 
gamation proposals meant 
the absorption of AEF by 
the SGA. He says that, "As 
a francophone I would 
never, ever want to submit 
the AEF to that." He feels 
that, because this plan does 
not mean the end of the 
other student organiza- 
tions, it is more likely that 
they will recognize the 
merit of a united federa- 
tion.

Cloutier also 
stresses that this proposal 
is not meant to be forced 
on anybody. He says not 
to expect any action in a 
few weeks or months. Any 
restructuring plan will 
need a good deal of dis- 
cussion before it would be 
brought to a student refer- 
endum. 

SGA pleased 

over turnout 

at "Education 

Day" rally. 

The march to the 
provincial buildings on 
"Education Day" are be- 
ing heralded as a success 
by the SGA executive. It 
is estimated that 250 stu- 
dents participated in the 
rally to protest proposed 
increases to student tui- 
tion costs forpost-second- 
ary education. As a com- 
parison, the rally at 
Queen's Park in Toronto 
drew about 1000 students. 
Terri MacMillian, Vice 
President of SGA, said that 
when you consider the size 



and number of students 
from that area "we did 
great." 

SGA also decided to 
not have a second rally to 
coincide with the Royal 
visit to Sudbury. It was 
feared that such a demon- 
stration would be detri- 
mental to the cause of af- 
fordable education and 
since the press from To- 
ronto and England was 
negative enough, there 
was not point in adding 
fuel to the fire.

Strategic planning 
will be holding open fo- 
rums on the future of the 
Laurentian University, 
starting Nov 18th and run- 
ning until Nov 28th.

Another quite repre- 
sentative account is one of a 
woman double-dating with her 
girlfriend, who set her up with a 
friend of her girlfriend's date. 
At the girlfriend's apartment, 
this woman and her date were 
sitting on the couch, as the other 
couple fixed food in the kitchen. 
This friendly and bright 
woman was talking away when 
suddenly the guy got on top of 
her, held her down and kissed 
her. She struggled to get up, 
and, too stunned to react, con- 
tinued talking, trying to make 
sense ot his forwardness. Then 
he got on top of her again and 
kissed her some more, touched 
her breasts, and slithered his 
way up her skirt, all the time 
saying, "you're going to like 
it".

JOHN UDD, RENG., MAKES MINING SAFER 



TORONTO, October 18 - 

Hard-rock mining research 
managed by an Ontario Engi- 
neer has put Canada onto the 
leading edge of mining tech- 
nology, and made the industry 
safer for miners around the 
world. 

For his ability to unite 
Canadian industry, academic 
and government mining re- 
search efforts, the association 
of Professional Engineers of 
Ontario (APEO) will award 
an Engineering Medal for 
Management to John E. Udd, 
P.Eng., Director, Mining Re- 
search Laboratories, Energy, 
Mines & Resources Canada 
(CANMET), Nov. 2 at an 
awards dinner in Toronto. 

CANMET and mining 
company engineers research 
rockbursts, the sudden collapse 
of mine openings and slopes, 
step- like excavations under- 
ground. In the past, when in- 
dustry researchers worked in- 
dependently, they often dupli- 
cated each other's scientific 
investigations. The Canada- 
Ontario-industry rockburst re- 
search program , conceived and 



designed by Dr. Udd, now co- 
ordinates mining research pro- 
gram s on a national basis, eiim i- 
nating costly duplication. 

Excavating a hole in 
rock releases natural pressures 
which often may lead to a 
rockburst, a sudden collapse. 
Rockbursts endanger miners' 
lives, disrupt production, and 
cost the mining industry mil- 
lions of dollars annually. Learn- 
ing to avoid them is an industry 
priority. 

CANMET's detailed 
seismic monitoring of rock in 
working mines gives Dr. Udd 
and his staff data on conditions 
that create sudden rockbursts. 
"We are using the information 
to create new strategies to ex- 
tract ore without undermining 
the stability of the rock," says 
Dr. Udd. "And we believe the 
end result will be safer and more 
efficient mining operations." 

Mining engineers are 
now working on revolutionary 
ideas for future mining opera- 
tions. "Mineral processing and 
smelting is a continuous proc- 
ess," says Dr. Udd, "but mining 
itself is not In fact, it is the only 
part of the industry which is not 



continuous. Miners blast or dig 
the ore from the rock, then halt 
the work as the ore is trans- 
ported to the surface. It is not as 
efficient an operation as it could 
be." 

Involved in the found- 
ing of both the National Advi- 
sory Committee on Mining 
Automation and The Canadian 
Centre for Automation and 
Robotics in Mining, Dr. Udd 
encourages the industry to in- 
vestigate mechanization and 
automation. He believes that 
mining will be automated. 
"Rather than have men drilling 
and using explosives," he says, 
"we will eventually have equip- 
ment continuously chewing or 
picking ore from the rock and 
transporting it to the surface in 
one continuous operation." 

Suchequipmentmustbe 
highly sophisticated but ex- 
tremely rugged too. Engineers 
at Inco, Noranda and the Centre 
of Automation and Robotics in 
Mining, are currendy investi- 
gating high pressure water jets, 
ultrasonics and a variety of other 
high-tech cutting methods of 
extracting minerals from rock. 

CANMET recently pur- 



chased a part of a closed mine 
locatedatValD'or,Que. Itwill 
function as an underground 
laboratory, where government 
and industry researchers will 
test their new theories. 

Despite his heavy work 
load, Dr. Udd has still found 
time to take an active role in 
engineering education. He is 
an adjunct professor of mining 
engineering at bom the Univer- 
sity of British Colombia and 
McGill University. He also 
conducts an annual survey of 
students in minerals industry 
disciplines for the Canadian 
Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy. He was a consultant on 
the production of the Reader's 
Digest's adas of Canada. 

Dr. Udd earned his PhD 
at McGill University in rock 
mechanics in 1970, and is an 
APEO member. 

APEO is a seif-regula- 
tory licensing body which pro- 
tects the public interest through 
administration of die Profes- 
sional Engineers Act of On- 
tario. 

APEO has a membership of 
more than 59,000, including 
1,836 women. 



how entrenched Cher Pierre is, 
which encourages sexist atti- 
tudes and mechanized sex; or, 
responsibility be placed on 
women to draw a definite line 
in the flirting field.

It was always "that's 
how it used to be", but now' as 
I discover that there is life out- 
side my bubble of existence, I 
am shocked, disgusted and 
caught without a fair solution. 
For as far as my reality was 
concerned, all are human, and 
equal in that respect and no 
solution seemed necessary. 

Perhaps I lived in a bub- 
ble of innocence. Perhaps some 
would call me idealistic. Let 
me suggest that we are in an age 
of moral bankruptcy, and that 
perhaps it is time that our soci- 
ety gain some ideals, some 
ethics, and start living by them.

The Outdoor Education class 
at Laurentian University have 
begun a project in the hope 
that the end result will become 
contagious to the rest of the 
student body at the school. 
By October 31, posters and 
garbage cans will be placed 
around the campus to increase 
the school's awareness to the 
importance of a cleaner school 
environment.

Question: Why are the library hours so non-coherent with 
other university libraries around the province? The McMaster 
library is open 24 hours a day; Western has two libraries and 
one is open 24 hours a day. I was just curious to understand 
why the Desmarais Library closes on Friday at 4:30 p.m. It 
just doesn't make sense. 

Reply: Many university libraries in Canada have experimented 
with 24-hour library service. Most have abandoned the practice 
citing low student usage, security problems, and staffing difficul- 
ties. In Ontario, for example, Waterloo and Guelph tried 24 hour 
openings and reverted to shorter hours. 

At Laurentian, library staff monitor usage constantly, and the 
Director, in consultation with the Senate library Committee, does 
attempt to adjust hours to best meet the needs of our users. You 
may have noticed,k for example, that this year the Desmarais 
Library began regular fall hours during the first week of classes, 
rather than during the second, as it did last year. With regard to out 
4:30p.m. closing on Fridays. Our records indicate that demand is 
not sufficient just now to warrant a longer opening. If this changes, 
you can be sure that the Director will review the 4:30p.m. closing. 
By the way, if you would like to pursue this matter further, another 
option open to you is to consult your representatives on the Senate 
Library Committee. D. Maguire represents the S.G.A: R. Poisson, 
the A.E.F.,C. Fusco, the graduate students, and P. Hudyman, 
A.L.P.S. students. 

Question: During a library tour, I was told that readings for 
Prof. Gilbert's history course were placed on reserve. I am 
embarrassed to say that I've forgotten how to get them. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian apologized for not being perfectly 
clear, all items on reserve may be retrieved through the on-line 
catalogue. To find out what items are on reserve, pick option 5 
(Keywords) on the search menu screen. If you are not at the menu, 
follow the instructions on the screen. 

(By the way, a lot of students pick 5, Keywords, when they 
mean to pick option 9, Subject heading, or even option 3,Title. 

"WHAT DO YOU MEAN THE LIBRARY IS CLOSED?!!" 




Keywords is, therefore, a very misleading option and the Amiable 
Librarian will attempt to have it replaced by the word Reserve as 
soon as possible.) 

After you've picked option 5, type in that number and press 
return. You will then be faced with a blank screen onto which you 
can type your professor's name followed by an asterisk. Example: 
Gilbert*. Press return and you will then see the list of tides he has. 

Alternatively, type in the name of the subject and course 
number, leaving no spaces. Example: Histl406*. Press return and 
you will see the list of tides on the screen Prof. Gilbert has placed 
on reserve for that particular course. 

Once you have selected a title, you'll need to jot down its 
shelving identification (for example: FC 51 S67 v.l In reserve 
room), and bring it to the reserve clerk. As you know, the Reserve 
Section of the library is located behind the circulation desk on the 
second floor, periods of time than do titles from the circulation 
collection. 

Question: Where are the new books? 

Reply: On the "New Book/Nouveaut6s" shelves which are to the 
left of the statute of J.N. Desmarais as you walk in. The Amiable 
librarian apologizes when these shelves are empty. It is just that 
when a new batch of books is ready to be put on the shelves, the 
Technical Services Department notifies the Circulation staff, who 
then removed the existing "new Books" books to make room. 
Sometimes, an unforseen delay occurs at the Technical Services 
end, with the result that the "New Books/Nouveautes" are empty 
for a short while. 

And now that the Amiable Librarian has you on the line, as it 
were there are a couple of there are points that might interest you 
about recent acquisitions. The first is that when you spot an inter- 
esting title on the "new Book" shelves, you are free to borrow it. 
The second is that in addition to new books, The Desmarais library 
also features new serial (or magazine) titles in the same general 
area as the new books. This section operates the way the dairy 
section does at Miracle Foodmart. That is, titles are stamped with 
an expiry date three weeks from arrival; after this date they are 
shelved with the back issues. 

Thus, if by an unhappy chance the New book shelves ar 
empty, why not console yourself with a recent serial title. Those 
shelves are never empty!

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Vampirism vs Humanity; An Examination of ...Some 



"Rubbish Watson, Rubbish! 
What have we to do with walking corpses 
who can only be held in their graves 
by stakes driven through their hearts f 



The question asked by Sherlock Holmes is 
very timely to vampirology. It is the question asked 
by ancient Egyptians, by Jews and Christians and 
by Ancient Greeks. Actually almost any eulture.any 
primitive folklore, in the world has some allusions 
at the very least to the being of the undead. It is also 
a question that is most relevant today . The popular- 
ity of vampire archetypes surrounds us. There is 
Dracula, Chocula, and Duckula, to name only a 
few. Perhaps, the most interesting of vampires 
were recently developed by Ann Rice. Her vam- 
pires are new, revised, updated and better than ever. 
However, the classic vampire, the Victorian crea- 
tion of Bram Stoker, remains the standard by which 
all vampires are judged. The progressive examina- 
tion of works by Ann Rice and Bram Stoker and 
other artists, uncovered the relevance of vampires 
to the human condition. 

Before establishing this relevance it helps 
to look at the qualities and traits of vampires in 
general. There are some definitively established 
facts with regard to their existence. All modern 
vampirologists agree that vampires are actually the 
undead, corpses, animated and possessed by an 
evil, demonic spirit. They have no souls. Further, 
the possessing spirit belonged to criminals, murder- 
ers, lunatics of various kinds, and people who 
committed suicide. Their indirect evil inspiration 
originated from a common source; the devil in the 
Judeo-Christian set of beliefs. Other ethnic and 
relligious people usually associate them with a 
figure or symbol synonymous with the evil. The 
world's most famous vampire, Count Dracula, was 
thought to be the devil himself. 

Count Dracula is without a doubt the most 
widely known and recognized vampire. Bram 
Stoker is the father of this literary monster. Stoker's 
creation continues to be remarkable. There has 
been none to match the popularity of this vampire. 
Despite the two dimensionality of the character, 
Dracula is the archetypical evil creature. The best 
way to describe his one one-sidedness and cunning 
is to recite one of Proust's poems. 



The wicked ones, who 
are constantly 
being born amongst us, 
are often 

distinguished by ap- 
pearing as angels of 
light and wit and intel- 
ligence, charming 
and fascinating beyond 
usual mortal 

edownments, 
apparently loving and 
always exciting 
love even among those 
who are of a usually 
cynical nature. In truth, 
they appear most 
loveable and amiable, 
for it is their diabolical 
genius to be all things 
to all men, grave among 
the grave, gay among 
the gay, sympathetic 
in the company of those 
of sensibility, never 
openly hostile or bel- 
ligerent; flexible of 
temperament, of an 
open countenance and 
invariably possessed of 
great magnetism. 

The genius of Dracula showed in his 
behavior. His Machiavellian actions, guided by the 
principle of his existence, achieved the purpose of 
procreation. He killed, bribed or hired people, 
through the conscious expression of his Persona. 
He justified all his actions by their outcome. 

Dracula' s outcome was intended to be the 
finding of fresh blood in England. The people of his 
nativeTransylvania, now part of Rumania, were his 
victims for centuries. They were perfectly aware of 
Dracula' s activities, and his existence became in- 
ingly dangerous. 



Thus, Dracula needed a vampire-free country. 
England was such a place. He learned the language 
and the customs. Then he contacted a real estate 
firm, and through the help of Jonathan Harker (one 
of the Agents) purchased three establishments. 
These establishments became a basis for Dracula* s 
hunts. 

His Anima was predominant in his blood 
hunts. He sought women that were beautiful and 
virtuous. It gave Dracula intense pleasure to create 
vampires out of Mina and Lucy (the two heroins of 
the novel) since they were completely opposite to 
his Shadow. Corruption of these women was irre- 
sistible and caused his downfall. In the lust for 
blood and procreation, he ruled out the possibility 
of determined opposition. In the words of an artist, 
"May God preserve you and me from encountering 
one such in marriage or among our children." 

The topic of vampirism is not confined to 
novels and poetry alone. In 1985, a musician, 
Gordon Mathew Summer (better known as Sting) 
released his first solo album; The Dream of the Blue 
Turtles . In his first solo achievement, Sting wrote 
the lyrics and composed the unique music for a song 
titled "Moon Over Bourbon Street". In this song he 
adds a new view to the already rich mythology of 
Vampirism. He composed the song in the old part 
of New Orleans, which was also the setting of Anne 
Rice's novel Interview With a Vampire . This novel 
was the source of inspiration for Sting to compose 
"Moon Over Bourbon Street" . 

Through the verses of this song, Sting 
expresses the brief moment of vampire creation, 
loss of innocence, inner struggle, and search for the 
absolute truth. Sting presented these universal 
qualities in a very effective manner. However, 
because of the physical restraints of the lyrics, he 
could not do justice to the essence of the central 
character in the novel. 

Luis, the main character in Ann Rices 
novel, is the vampire that Sting writes about. Jus- 
tifiably, he is the most effective narrator of his 
struggle. Bram Stoker's Count Dracula become a 
"papier mache Mephistopheles", to borrow Joseph 
Conrad's in comparison with Luis. The fundamen- 
tal difference is that Luis had a soul. This specific 
detail is one that traditional vampires did not have. 
This detail enabled Luis to nave a wide range of 
emotional responses; from extreme hostility to 
passionate affection. However, he usually responded 
with moderation; like any human being question- 
ing his own nature. He had the very quality that 
makes homo sapiens human. In all ways, he was a 
humane vampire. Thus, our sympathy for his 
struggle was unavoidable. Luis lived the universal 
struggles, between his morality and his vampire 
nature, that Sting identified and critics labeled as 
the monomythic adventure. 

Anne Rice skillfully developed Luis's Per- 
sona in her novel . Like the legendary Count Dracula , 
Luis dressed in luxurious evening attire. His black 
wardrobe .tailored out of silk, velvet, cashmere and 
other fine fabrics, completed with lavish accesso- 
ries in the latest elegant styles contrasted the marble 
white color of his skin. Lu ; fine, civilized, 
bourgeois manner intensified ,is observing pres- 
ence and gave him a subdued air of mysterious 
sexuality. This conscious Persona was beneficial to 
Luis's survival for over two centuries. Proust's 
poem correctly may have described Luis as a dia- 
bolic genius. After all, he fit perfectly into the 
wealthy ranks of his unaware victims. 

It is also out of these ranks that Luis 
selected his mistress, Babette Frenier. She was the 
epitome of Luis's Anima. The innocent beauty and 
her intelligent determination to survive was sur- 
passed only by her uncorruptable moral excellence. 
Her mortality reflected Luis's beliefs and contrib- 
uted to magnetic attraction. He wished to protect 
her from the folly of civilization; make her happy; 
yet humanly satisfy himself. Such thoughts are 
contradictory to vampire nature. Ultimately, Luis 
failed in his mission. 

The suppression of his Shadow brought 
about his failure. The vampire nature is to sustain 
life through drinking blood from fresh human kills. 
The other animal's blood can sustain a vampire as 
well, but human blood is preferable and best suit- 
able. Human killing was against Luis's morals. He 
killed animals instead of humans. Ironically his 
attraction to death was the very reason he became a 
vampire. Lui s detested his new nature, he remained 
an idealistic human, not a vampire. The danger of 
shadow suppression led him to severe depression. 



Vampires! 

The depression paralyzed Luis. His Ego 
was not capable of dealing with all this. He killed 
without necessary conviction and lived without a 
will. It is the paralyzing affects of depression that 
prevented Luis from suicide, something he longed 
for in his final days as a human. His depression was 
brought on by his acute sensitivity to his ultimate 
existence. 

It was this sensitivity that attracted the 
vampire Lestat to Luis. He was responsible for the 
creation of Luis the vampire. Although Luis de- 
tested his creator he could not stop respecting him. 
Lestat treated Luis cruelly because he kept the truth 
away from Luis. However, in the second book of 
Vampire chronicles (The Vampire Lestat) readers 
become aware of the enormous capabilities and 
knowledge of Lestat. Lestat's Persona fits the 
description in Proust's poem as well. He con- 
sciously manipulated his image to fit his needs. In 
comparison, his Anima is almost opposite to 
Dracula's and Luis's. 

These differences are shown through 
Lestat's attraction to Isabel. She sought experience 
in the most unconventional manners. She was not 
afraid to stamp on virtue in the process and was 
Tom- boyish in her behavior. However, her femi- 
ninity was undeniable. Lestat enjoyed females who 
sought to brake society's mold. 

Another quality mat set Lestat aside from 
Dracula, and Luis was the search for truth. Lestat 
truly sought truth. Any organized ritualistic wor- 
ship grossly dissatisfied him. He wanted truth, the 
truth of his own existence; the truth about vampire 
capabilities; and the truth about vampire origins. 
Very few individuals seek absolute truth. 

However, those who do actively seek it 
leave monumental achievements to the rest. In his 
search, he found a significant truth about human 
language. Marius, who became Lestat's mentor, 
suggested that human language is precise. It's 
communication quality is precise, however, the 
thoughts behind what is communicated are not. The 
language can communicate specifically what is 
required of an individual. 

It was monumental that Lestat was capa- 
ble of recovering such a truth. It is due to the perfect 
balanced ego. Unlike Luis, Lestat was not over- 
powered by hi s Shadow. He killed with conviction. 
However, his killing is something of a favor to 
humanity. Like every vampire, Lestat was tel- 
epathic Through this quality, he chose corrupted 
humans as his victims. He killed murderers! He 
attempted to wipe out the social disease of human- 
ity. Thus he lived a noble life, similar to his 
previous human existence. He should be labelled as 
the most successful vampire ever! 

The story of Vampire Lestat is especially 
beneficial to those seeking truth. However, they 
must not be afraid to face the responsibility or 
repercussions of the conservative orders of their 
societies. 

The readers have a profound attraction to 
Ann Rice's vampires. Luis and Lestat represent the 
lasting and continuing consciousness. Both Luis 
and Lestat had the chance to live in the collective 
history of three centuries. They existed in the 
timelessness that all men seek. Lestat's experience 
is especially monumental. He benefited from the 
knowledge and power of the ancient - wise old man 
- vampires. His apotheosis becomes recognized by 
the ancient ones and feared by the contemporary 
ones. His spiritual achievement and physical life 
power should be taken as an example of what life 
can be to all. Lestat personified the Latin motto 
"Carpe Diem". He lived and siezed the opportu- 
nity. 

Perhaps the best way to summarize the 
essence of vampires is to restate Joseph Cambell's 
view on myths. He thought that "myths are not 
merely entertaining tales, but are allegoric instruc- 
tions mat seek to leach, "nothing less than how to 
live a human lifetime under any circumstances". 
Vampirology is, in fact, a very specialized form of 
mythology which had thousands of years to evolve 
into the current state. Over the years, it was refined 
by eclectic religious and commercial forces. Essen- 
tially, it remained unchanged. Sometimes, it is a 
guide to deal with uncommon monstrous ambitious 
forces, such as Count Dracula. However, in the case 
of Lestat, it is a guide on how to live and challenge 
the masked gods. In either case, it is a fundamental 
allegoric guide to life.
